WASHINGTON Tuesday, May 7 
- Without exception no prob¬ 
lem facing the administration 
right now is so worrying as that 
which grips the stronghold of the 
democratic party. 

The problem is King Cotton. 

And the question is whether to 
continue to pay tribute to his de¬ 
spotic reign or to throw off the 
mingled benefits and heartaches 
which he has given the Southland j 
since the days of Eli Whitney and 
the cotton gin. 

Secretary Wallace and his AAA 
cohorts keep up an optimistic 
front regarding this and maintain 
that all is well. But they realize 
they have a bull by the tail and 
can't let go. Privately, they are ; 
worried sick. 

The problem, briefly summariz¬ 
ed, is that although the cotton ! 
curtailment prog,am of the AAA 
has almost doubled the value of 
cotton, it has simultaneously rais¬ 
ed the price so high that foreign 
cotton countries Brazil, Egypt, 
Russia gradually are taking 
away the U. S. market.

Industry realize this. 

What the South is up against is 
slow starvation or sudden death: 

1. The government can continue i 
to peg cotton at its present price 
and gradually see the cotton mar¬ 
kets cf tile United States dwindle 
to nothing. In other words, slow 
starvation. 

2. Or it can pull the peg from 
the price of cotton and bankrupt 
the South. In other words, sudden j 
death. 

The latter, of course, also would ; 
mean the bankruptcy of the demo- | 
cratic party and almost ceitain de¬ 
feat for Roosevelt in 1936.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, May 
7. (A*)—Donald Richberg, chairman 
of the NRA board, informed con¬ 
gressional leaders today that he 
felt the supreme court's decision 
against the railroad retirement 
act had cast no serious doubts on 
the constitutionality of the admin¬ 
istration’s social security program. 

President Roosevelt, meanwhile, 
began a study of the decision to 
ascertain if another railway pen¬ 
sion bill could be prepared which 
would be upheld. 

There were reports that an ef¬ 
fort would be made to get around 
the supreme court decision by bas¬ 


ing new legislation on the federal 
taxing power rather than the 
right to regulate interstate com¬ 
merce. 

Richberg talked with democratic 
leaders of the house ways and 
means committee, which orig¬ 
inated the security bill and put it 
through the house without change.

Thirton Orange county cities 
will have a total of '46,050 more 
to jingle in their coffer3 next year 
if a bill now in the state legisla¬ 
ture becomes law. 

This bill provides for giving 
California cities a one-half cent 
portion of the state gas tax in¬ 
stead of the one-quarter cent al¬ 
lotment wnich they are receiving 
under the p-erent system. 

Under the legislation in effect 
now, Orange county cities receive 
approximately $46,050 per year 
from the gas tax funds. This 
would be doubled if the bill is en¬ 
acted into law. 

Certain Strings 

There would be certain strings 
attached to the spending of the 
cash, but the cities would not be 
expected to complain on that score. 
The money would have to be spent 
on major streets or through thor¬ 
oughfare which are not strictly lo¬ 
cal. The quarter-cent allocation 
now received must be spent on 
state highways going through the 
cities. 

There are 13 miles of state high¬ 
ways in Santa Ana, and 122 miles 
of other streets. Santa Ana streets 
represent approximately 13 per¬ 
cent of the total highways in 
Orange county.

AMARILLO, Tex., Tuesday, May j 
7 (JP) —Dust storms, depression and I 
drought which have spelled desolu¬ 
tion and despair for parts of the 
southwest farm belt have not bro¬ 
ken the spirit of all of the farm¬ 
ers. 

There remain many who are not 
discouraged, who believe a solution 
can be found to the problem, who 
plan to "stick it out," and who 
think that dust storms are man¬ 
made-not a scourge from heaven. 

Mike Wink, for example, owns a 
480-acre farm 15 miles northeast 
of Amarillo. He has a wife, four 
children, a comfortable home, a 
large barn, well constructed out¬ 
buildings and is out of debt. In 
the 28 years he has been on the 
farm he has had but one complete 
crop failure, that due to a 
drought. 

"These dust storms are not a re¬ 
sult of the drought," he said. "The 
people farmed themseives into it, 
and they’ll have to farm them¬ 
selves out We have had worse 
droughts and more wind, but never 
so much dust." 

Blames Speculative Farmers 

Wink blames $1.50 wheat and 
the one-way, shallow plow for 
( hanging the prevailing system of 
farming and bringing about the 
erosion problem. 

When grain prices were high, 
peculative farmers, mostly of the 
white-collar class who lived in 
town, grabbed the land and started 
planting wheat on a wholesale 
basis,” he says. “They farmed the 
easiest, cheapest and quickest way 
possible, which was with the one¬ 
way plow. You can make a crop 
one or two years with the ‘one¬ 
way’ but after that the soil begins 
to blow. The white-collar farmer 
hurt his neighbors as well as him¬ 
self. He didn’t farm the land, he 
mined it.” 

Wink lias no desire to move 
away unless he has to "I have 
a nice place and it’s all paid for,”

erosion problem. In his opinion 
general rains would help only if 
the farming system is changed. 

"Government aid has been a 
life-saver, ’ he says. "I don't know 
what some would have done with¬ 
out it. Many farmers now are un¬ 
able to protect their lands without 
federal funds. They know the 
cause of the trouble and what they 
need to do, but many are afraid 
to spend their money until they 
know that their neighbors are go¬ 
ing to do the same thing.”

Not Discouraged 
"Lots of people have moved out,” 
he continues, "but most of them 
were ones who bought farms after 
the big crops of 1928 and 1929.

The assembly committee which 
conducted a hearing in the matter 
it Huntington Beach April 27 re¬ 
ported today, leaving the question 
open whether the vast pool of 
black gold shall be developed by 
whipstock drilling from the shore, 
or by wells probing directly into 
the state oil from the ocean. 

Groups favoring both schemes 
have been very active and are 
expected to continue their en¬ 
deavors to have their respective 
schemes adopted. 

The committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion was for a general policy of 
exploiting the state pools by 
granting leases to private com¬ 
panies to whipstock wells from 
the adjacent uplands, an Asso¬ 
ciated Press report said 
Legislature's Lap 

This, however, was qualified in 
the report. Squarely in the lap of 
the legislature the committee 
placed the question of whether an 
exception might be made in case 
of the Huntington Beach pool to 
allow direct tidelands drilling. 

This suggestion is expected to 
throw the Huntington Beach con¬ 
troversy open to the legislative 
floors. 

The report pointed out that a 
“peculiar situation” exists at 
Huntington Beach because three 
companies, Standard Oil, Signal 
Oil and Hancock Oil, control all 
the littoral lands there, so that 
“restricted drilling from the up¬ 
lands would be entirely con¬ 
ducted by these companies.” 

In a supplementary report, As¬ 
semblymen William Moseley Jones 
and Ben Rosenthal, both of Los 
Angeles county, went even further 
in declaring their belief the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach pool could not ade¬ 
quately be developed by upland 
drilling and that the only way the 
state might receive the most in 
royalties from that pool would be 
to allow competitive drilling di¬ 
rectly on the tidelands.

“heart halm” suits invariably are aimed at men of 
wealth or position—he sees the “heart balm” laws 
merely as instruments of a racket.

Penalties are set in both bills for 
instituting heart balm actions, In 
Indiana fines from $100 to $1,000 
are set, to which may be added im¬ 
prisonment from one to five years. 
In New York anyone starting such 
actions may be fined from $1,000 
to $5,000, or imprisoned from one 
to five years, or both.

The report, prepared by Mrs. 
Maxwell Burke, follows: 

“The Ebell day nursery, leading I 
project of the Ebell Society of j 
Santa Ana Valley, was established 
In 1911 by a progressive and far- 
seeing group of clubwomen under j 
the leadership of Mrs. Edward M 
Nealley, who was then president j 
of the club. 

Women Recognize Need 

“These women recognized a need 
in the community, the need of 
working mothers for safe care for 
their children during their hours 
of service, and the organization of 
the day nursery was the result. 

“It was started in a modest way ; 
in a small cottage on Fifth street 
with Mrs. A. A. Jones as matron, 
and as soon as the working wom¬ 
en of Santa Ana realized that they 
could be sure of the same care and 
comfort for their children that 
would be received at their own 
hands, tlieir response was enthusi¬ 
astic. 

“The amount charged has al¬ 
ways been very small, within the 
reach of the most modest income, 1 
and many children have been car¬ 
ed for without charge. During the 
24 years that the nursery has been 
in operation the minimum charge 
has been ten cents per day, and 
the maximum fifty cents. It has 
always been the aim of the day 
nursery board to make the nurs¬ 
ery self-supporting and at times, 
for short periods, it has paid ex¬ 
penses, but the charges made have 
been so low that it has never en¬ 
tirely maintained itself. 

Small Shop Operated 

“A small shop is operated in 
connection with the nursery where 
second hand clothing—some of it 
remodeled by the women of the 
board—is sold. This brings in 
some additional money 

"As the years passed the nurs¬ 
ery outgrew its first home and 
the business district so nearly sur¬ 
rounded it that the location was 
no longer suitable. In 1924, with 
the assistance of the Rotary club, 
the present Garfield street loca¬ 
tion was purchased and remodeled 
to suit the needs of the nursery. 

“The capacity of the present 
home is 50 children. The indoor

playroom is 24 feet long, well 
lighted and furnace heated. The 
children are given an appetizing 
lunch at noon after a morning 
spent on the playground, if the 
weather is fine, or with indoor 
games on stormy days. In the 
afternoon there is a warm bath, a 
clean nightie, a cozy bed and a 
drink of milk, and at evening the 
babies are sent home rested and 
happy. 

Mrs. Flockton Matron 

“Mrs. Ethel Flockton has acted 
as matron for the past 10 years 
and during the last two years has 
lived in the home, providing 24 
hour service. During the depres¬ 
sion years the attendance has de¬ 
creased as was to be expected. In 
most homes today there is at 
least one adult out of work able 
to care for the children of the 
family. 

“The annual report of 1933-34 
shows 583 children cared for in 
the nursery, and in addition, that i 
milk has been supplied daily to 30 
undernourished children in their 
own homes. The report also 
shows that the income for the 
year eqalled the expeditures. 

During the current year repairs 
costing about $300 have been paid j 
for out of the club treasury. The 
building was re-roofed and painted 
inside and out. 

The Ebell club has received two 
bequests of $1,000 each, to be used 
for the day nursery, one by the 1 
late Mrs. Emma Bishop, the other j 
by the late John Cub’oon.”

Dr. Willard said he was conduct¬ 
ing similar experiments of freez¬ 
ing certain portions of the human 
body as a means of aliowing im¬ 
paired tissue to resume its normal 
state. 

‘‘A primary object of this 
work," Dr. Willard said, “is to 
establish an unchallengeable meth¬ 
od whereby defective glands can 
be surely treated, along with the 
disorders arising from them.”
